The conclu- 
sion of the public is that the President, 
in the largeness of his heart, has stood 
by his friends somewhat too much, and 
not altogether to their advantage. 
After the Taft investigation it would 
have been more profitable for Mr. 
Loomis to subside for a season than to 
be a special ambassador, and if Mr. 
Morton could have found time to let 
Messrs. Harmon and Judson prosecute 
him, as they proposed, he would prob- 
ably have come off better than he has 
by letting the President shield him. 
There is no one in the front of affairs 
just now (unless it is Mr. Thomas 
Ryan) as to whom there is more specu- 
lation than as to Mr. Paul Morton. He 
is still practically a stranger to the 
American people, especially here in the 
East. He resigned from the Cabinet 
under exoneration, if not under fire, 
came to New York to take a certain 
place, and immediately took another 
place, a much more conspicuous one, 
and presumably at a larger salary. 
There was nothing seriously trouble- 
some about that, but it was all rather 
sudden and confusing, and joined to the 
fact that two men of high reputation 
wanted to bring proceedings against 
Mr. Morton and had to be dissuaded, it 
has left a halo of mist around Mr. Mor- 
ton’s brow which a great many observ- 
ers profess their inability to penetrate.

HE most applauded member of 
the President’s official family 
just now is Secretary Ethan Allen 
Hitchcock of the Interior Department, 
whose earnest and successful prosecu- 
tion of the perpetrators of Western 
land frauds is opening the doors of 
jails to some of the most affluent and 
respectable of our fellow-citizens. It 
has not been considered very bad 
form to steal Government lands, when 
it could be done with some approxi- 
mation to observance of statutory 
formalities.

If that was 
diplomacy, he was master of it. He 
combined more brains with more grace 
than any of his fellows. Sweetness 
and light, training, knowledge, capac- 
ity, audacity—he had them all, and 
made them all work together, not only 
for his country’s advantage, but for the 
welfare of mankind. 
His death leaves us all bereaved and 
saddened. It means a loss not only to 
our country, but to civilization.

It is at such moments that a 
book like Zommy Carteret, by Justus 
Miles Forman, is a godsend. Mr. 
Forman is a constitutional optimist 
with the courage of his enthusiasms 
and the gift of a charming style. He 
really believes, and he really makes us 
believe, in the glory of youth, the joy 
of love and the existence of unselfish- 
ness. TZommy Carteret is dramatic, 
absorbing and, above all, refreshing. 


Joseph A. Altsheler has in the past 
few years made what might be called 
a fictional tour of United States his- 
tory. He began with Colonial New 
York, took in the Braddock campaign, 
the Revolution, the Civil War, the 
present time, and, finally, in his latest 
book, reaches the immediate future, 
Mr. Altsheler’s literary method is a 
distinctly straightforward, matter-of- 
fact, take-things-in-their-turn method, 
and the very qualities which lent to 
his stories of bygone days an air of 
solidity and reality make his later 
ones seem somewhat plodding. The 
Candidate is the history of a Presiden- 
tial campaign, the chief actor in which 
suggests a flattered likeness of Mr. 
Bryan. 


There is an excellent card rule (not, 
we believe, contained in Hoyle), which 
says to ‘‘ play them as though you had 
them,’’ and Vance Thompson has ap- 
plied it with great success in his graphic 
elucidation of recent Dzplomatic Mys- 


terzes. These elucidations make en- 





tertaining and sensational reading, and 
while some skeptical persons may won- 
der that any one man should be on the 
inside of so many well-guarded secrets, 
they must remember that Mr. Thomp- 
son seems, by his own admission, to 
have been singularly fortunate in 
meeting personages at once influential 
and, as the event proves, indiscreet. 


Foxcroft Davis’s novel of Washing- 
ton life, Mrs. Darrell, is a story of 
some strength and of considerable in- 
terest. A bit theatrical here and there 
—one or two of the legal points on 
which the piot turns are strongly remi- 
niscent of stage-land—it boasts none

of what is commonly known as literary 
style and but little of the more subtle 
literary essence, but as a racy presenta- 
tion of varied types it is not without 
skill, and as a tale it catches and holds 
the attention. 


By a sort of capillary attraction, im- 
perceptible but rapid, the automobile 
has pervaded the book world.
